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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  i\nnual  Report  of  the  Medicsa  Officer  of  Health 
for  1962. 

In  view  of  the  many  nev/  houses  that  have  been  built,  or  are  in  process  of  being 
built,  it  does  not  come  as  a  surprise  that  the  population  of  Samford  has  again  sliovm 
an  increase.  The  figure  now  stands  at  18,380  v/hich  is  I710  more  persons  tlian  in  1955. 

There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  this  state  of  affairs  v.dll  continue. 

Following  tliis  there  will  be  increased  demands  on  the  various  services  that  this  Council 
provides  such  as  Mains  ^ater.  Sewage  Disposal  and  RefLise  Collection  and  Disposal. 

7.1th  regard  to  other  statistics  contained  in  this  repoil  a  few  bilef  comments  may 
be  made.  The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  has  increased  slightly,  but  it  is  still  belov/  that 
for  England  and  Wales,  There  v/ere  8  Stillbirths  compared  vd.th  7  the  year  before,  but 
the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  fell  from  29,41  to  7.8.  The  Standardised  Death  Rate  fell 
to  8.6,  (National  Rate  11,9). 

Amongst  the  causes  of  death  pneumonia  continued  to  take  a  high  toll.  There  v/ere 
fev7er  deaths  from  Road  accidents. 

Of  the  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases,  no  epidemics  occurred,  but  there  were 
sparodic  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Iheumonia,  Dysenteiy  and  Infective  Hepatitis, 

1962  will  long  be  remembered  in  Public  Health  Departments  up  and  down  the  country 
as  the  year  of  the  Smallpox  Scare, 

In  this  district  no  cases  or  suspected  cases  were  found,  but  the  number  of  Smallpox 
^  vaccinations  show  ed  a  spectacular  increase.  Many  of  these  were  carried  out  on 
people  travelling  abroad  to  countries  that  had  put  a  temporary  ban  on  anyone  who  had  not 
been  recently  vaccinated.  The  majority  of  these  vaccinations  were  carried  out  by 
.  family  doctors  practising  in  the  area,  but  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  v/ho  might  be  at  special  risk  if  a  case  of  Smallpox  had  occured,  v/ere 
vaoDinated  by  me, 

17e  do  well  to  remember  that  in  the  whole  country  62  cases  occured  and  there  v/ere 
24  deaths.  The  infection  was  imported  by  air  from  Karachi,  Throughout  the  v/orld 
last  year  there  were  60,000  notified  cases  of  Smallpox,  and  with  the  continuing  increase 
in  air  transport  there  is  no  one  in  this  country  who  is  not  at  risk. 

This  state  of  affairs  shows  the  need  for  Vaccination  for  everyone;  not  as  a  panic 
measure  v/hen  a  case  crops  up  and  hundreds  queue,  but  as  a  rou  tine,  beginning  in  the 
second  year  of  life,  with  reinforcement  doses  at  regular  interv^als  throughout  life. 
Vaccination  is  always  best  not  done  in  a  hurry.
